BIG ROAD TO SAVE HIS SON 


Father of Abducted Bo Fallow 
Instructions Kidnapers: Put 


YOUNGSTER REACHES un 
HOME IN EARLY MORIN 


Story Told by the Heir to Cudahy’s 
Millions Is Full of Interest and 
Reads Idke an Old Dime 
Novel of Yellow Back 
Variety. 


Omaha, Neb., December 20.—There is re- 
joicing in the home of Edward Cudahy, 
the wealthy packing house owner and 
capitalist of this city. Edward Cudahy, 
Jr., who was kidnaped Tuesday evening, 
after being held thirty-six hours for a 
ransom of $25,000 in gold, which the young 
man's father unhesitatingly paid, has 
been returned to his family and tonight 
the boy and his parents were kept busy 
receiving congratulations from relatives 
and friends throughout the country. Mr. 
and Mra. Cudahy feel that they have 
cause for relief, not only over the return 
of their youthful son, but also because 
one or more of their daughters were not 
included in the conspiracy which has 
Caused them so much anxiety and grief, 
as a statement of the conspirators, over- 
heard by the lad while he was in their 


tempting for a month to secure posses- 
sion of one of his sisters. Mr. Cudahy 
has been very reticent throughout the 
affair and up to this afternoon refused 
absolutely to talk elther of the kidnaping, 
the payment of the ransom or the re- 
turn of hig son, 

Before the real truth of the kidnaping, 
the return of the boy and the experi- 
ences of the latter had been given to the 
public at noon today, the police were 
inclined to doubt the story that’ the boy 
had been spirited away. This skepticism, 
however, melted away when young 
Cudahy related’ the story of being over- 


ee 
and baund and carried miles, 


from the city to a place the location of 
which he cannot identify, while his fa- 
ther made known the details of a long 
ride into the country to deposit a bag 
containing $35,000 in gold m a place indi- 
cated by a letter written Wednesday to 
Mr, Cudahy by the outlaws naming this 
condition as a surety for the return of 
the boy. 

At 8 o’clock Wednesday morning a 
horseman rode past the Cudahy mansion 
and threw u letter on the lawn. A ser- 
vant noted the action and securing the 
letter, found it contained the information 
that Eddies Cudahy had deen kidnaped, 
was safe and was being held for a ran- 
som. Three hours later Mr. Cudahy re- 
ceived through the mails a second com- 
munication detailing the conditions un- 
der which the lad would be surrendered 
to his father. Among the conditions 
named was that Mr. Cudahy should de- 
posit $25,000 in gold coin in a place indi- 
cated, about five miles north of the city 
on- a lonely road leading up the bank 
of the Missouri river. Mr. Cudahy called 
into consultation some friends and the 
chief of police and discussed plans look- 
ing to the capture of the gang when 
they should make an appearance at the 
point of rendezvous named in the letter. 
The great strain on the family, however, 
caused Mr. Cudahy to abandon all idea 
of capturing the men into whose power 
was the life of his son, and he decided 
at once to comply with all the demands 
of the bandits. 

In order to do this, absolute secrecy 
was necessary, and a trusted messenger 
was dispatched to the bank to secure the 
gold. Mr. Cudahy held himself in readi- 
ness, and shortly after supper he entered 
a light road buggy, and after securing the 
money, started out entirely alone for the 
place of meeting the kidnapers. To iden- 
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tify himself he had attached to the dash- 
board of his buggy a red lantern, one 
of the conditiong of the letter. 

Mr. Cudahy drove north on the Sher- 
man road to a point about five miles from 
the city, where he found near the road a 
white ‘lantern suspended from a short 
atake driven in the ground. This signal 
he had been watching for, it being named 
as the place for leaving the money. The 
location of the lantern was hear the river 
bank, but when Mr. Cudahy arrived no- 
body was in sight. He at onde alighted, 
placed the bag of gold near the stake, 
and without waiting for developments, 
returned to the city without hearing a

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VIEWS OW REPRESENTATION 


Indiana’s Crumpacker Doern’t Agree 
with Either Hopkins or Dur- 
leigh and Sends in His 

Own Views for Con- 
sideration. 


Washington, December 20.—Reprepenta- 
tive Hopkins, chairman of the commit- 
tee on census, today filed in the house 
the majority report on the reapportion- 
ment bill reported by his committee fixing 
the membership of the house for the next 
decade at 367. Representative Burleigh, 
of Maine, filed a minority report signed 
by six members in favor of a house to 
be composed of 386 members, and Rep- 
resentative Crumpacker, of Indiana, who 
signed the Burieigh report, also submit- 
ted an independent report in favor of re- 
ducing the representation in the southern 
states to the extent of the abridgement 
of the suffrage. His independent report 
favors a house to be composed of 374 
members. Mr. Hopkins, in the majority 
report, cites many instances to show that 
the loss of seats by states under reap- 


portionment bills was not uncommon. 
Massachueetts, for instance, which under 
the third census had twenty members, 
was reduced to ten under the sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth, and Virginia, which had 
twenty-three in the third, had but nine 
under the ninth. The report says the 
committee followed the plan adopted un- 
der the sixth census, and followed con- 
tinuously since. It has the sanction and 
approval of sixty years of national ex- 
istence. The plan is to divide the con- 
stitutional population by 357, the proposed 
membership. The quotient, 208,368, is the 
ratio representation to population. This 
ratio applied to the population of each 
state will yield in the aggregate a num- 
ber somewhat less than 967, the number 
determined upon as the membership of 
the house. The difference is made up by 
assigning to the states having the larg- 
est major fractions additional representa-

WILL BE A VERY HARD FIGHT 


Mill Owners Had Bill Killed in Last 
Legislature. 


ANOTHER OWE WILL BE INTRODUCED 


Superintendent af Education Shows 
How the Negroes Are Gaining 
on the Whites. 


Columbia, S. C., December 2.—(Special.) 
Probably the hardest fight that wiil be 
made in the jegisiature that meets eatly 
in January will be on the question of 
‘child labor in the cotton factories. There 
are thousands of children working in 
South Carolina factories. Their ability 
to perform the work is the only limit on 
their employment, and some seven years 
old are working the full time. On these 
wintry days that time ts from daylight 
till after dark. 

A bill was introduced in the last legista- 
ture to prohibit the employment of chil- 
dren under twelve years of age, but the 
manufacturers @urceeded in having it 
killed. They made the same promise that 
has been made recertly to the legislature 
of Georgia—that they proposed adopting 
‘an agreement ameng themselves not to 
employ children, and preferred to have no 
legislation on the subject. The South Car- 
olina men agreed that there was close 
competition for labor between North and 
South Carolina mills, and unless both 
sides worked under iniform laws or reg- 
ulations, the one prohibiting child labor 
would lose their best operatives, because 

ents with large families would move 
to the mills where their children could 
be employed. It was expected that some 
understanding would be reached, but dur- 
ing the past year nothing has been done. 

In the meantime the Baptists and Meth- 
odists who are Going mission work in 
these states, and hope to Christianize the 
homes through the children, find the 
young people out of their reach. The re- 
ligious clements have taken an active part 
in working up a sentiment against chiid 
labor, and very effective work is being 
done along this line, especially in North 
Carolina. ’ 

The report of the superintendent of ed- 
ucation shows that 0. 00 more negro chil- 
dren are attending the pub.ic schools than 
whites. Despite the increased expendi- 
tures for white schools, the better sys- 
ton as and more numerous schools, the in- 
crease is slight. A few years ago the 
number of the races attending school was 
about equal. According to the report of 
the state superintendent, 2,997 more whites 
attended school this year than last, while 
the increase of negroes was from 146,477 
to 165,002, or 9,155, more than three times 
tho increase of the whites.

Washington, December %.—The clos- 
ne. argument in the Philippines-Porto 
Rico cases was made in the United States 
supreme court today, and the cases were 
submitted for a final adjudication by the 
court. The argument was made by tfle 
senior counsel in the Philippine case, 
Charles H. Ald ich, ot Chicago, former 
solicitor general. He said it was rem k- 
able that the attorney general of the 
United States, over one hundred years af- 
ter the great struggie which founded the 
American governmént, should come into 
this court and assert a taxing power 
more extreme than had been asserted by 
the most ardent defenders of England's 
taxing power over the colonies. Mr. Al- 
Grich spoke of the decision of Justice 
Marshall in Loughborough versus Blake 
as of decisive importance, and he sum- 
med up that decision as bearing on the

It is a pity that one usually so even 
tempered should allow himself to be- 
come ruffed whenever any mention is 
made of electric lighting competition, 
for which The Constitution has been 
fighting unceasingly for many years, 
and for which it will continue to con- 
test until a competing system is in full 
operation, 

Mr. Atkinson urges that The Const!- 
tution is not really a friend of street 
railroad competition. It is not The 
Constitution's inclination or intention 
to try to convince Mr. Atkinson on 
this point, for it would be a waste of 
time. The people of the city of At- 
lanta thoroughly understand The Con- 
stitution's position. Not only do they 
undertsand it, but the leading attorney 
in behalf of granting the very fran- 
chlses on which Mr. Atkinson's lines 
are now operated wrote The Constitu- 
tion before the franchises were grant- 
ed, giving it full credit for ita support 
of the contention that the frauchises 
should be granted. 

Since the time these franchisea were 
being asked for, The Constitution haa 


had editoriala without number in be- |

Only a few days ago The Constitution 
had an urgent editorial in behalf of 
granting the franchises for which Mr. 

We are firm 
in the opinion that the people want 
Street railway, as well as electric light- 
ing competition, and The Constitution 
repeats now, with emphasis, what its 
editor sald when the charter amend- 
ment, which provided that the mayor 
should be allowed to cast the deciding 
vote in case of a tie in the aldermanic 
board, was under discussion’ in the 
house judiciary committee—that the 
city wants such competition as is of- 
fered, and that the council should 


‘throw no obstacles in the way of it. 


The editor of The Constitution did 
state, as suggested by Mr. Atkinson, 
that he favored and would advocate 
our (Mr. Atkinson's) street railway 
franchises which have been pending, 
individually and through the columns 
of The Constitution.” The statement 
was made, however, with reference to 
the new council, and not this one, and 
in reply to an inferential suggestion 
that Mayor Mims could not be trusted 
to deal. justly with both sides in the 
matter of street railway competition. 
Notwithstanding, however, that the 
reforence was made to the new council, 
we repeat now the editorial utterance 
of only a few days ago—published per- 
haps during Mr. Atkinson's absence on 
his extended eastern trip-that the 
franchises should be granted, and the 
sooner they are authorized the better it 
will be for the people. 

Mr. Atkinson cannot misrepresent 
The Conatitution’s position. We are 
as earnestly in favor of the granting 
of competitive railway franchises as 
he is, and the incoming administra- 
tion will throw no obatades in the way 
of any contemplated improvement in 
competitive service in public utilities, 

As to the vote of Mr. Grady, to which 
Mr. Atkinson refers, The Conatitution 
has only to say that he is his own 
master and votes for whom and what 
he pleases, It is but just in this con- 
nection, however, to quote Mr. Grady's 
own worda as expressed after reading 
Mr. Atkinson's interview, as follows:

AGREEMENT before the meeting this 
afternoon it is hardly probable that there 
will be a dis usslon of the matter in 
council tomorrow afternoon. 

It is by no means certain, however, that 
the agreement will be reached. 

This is the boldest assumption of cor- 
poration rule yet made in this city. 

With the public utilities of the city 
as the stake, the cool assumption 18 
that all the corporations have to do is 
to get together and divide out the 
“swag” in proportion to suit them- 
selves, the city council, supposed to 
represent the people, having nothing 
more to do than to obey orders. 

Some time ago it was graciously an- 
nounced that on a certain agreement 
reached with the Atlanta Power Com- 
pany, the Rapid Transit Company 
would “permit” an electric franchise to 
be issued to the latter. In a card pub- 
lished yesterday the chief actor in Rap- 
id Transit affairs repeats this “permis- 
slon.“ Then comes the assumption 
that if the two companies get together 
there will be NOTHING FOR THE 
CITY COUNCIL TO DISCUSS. 

To this proposition, in all of its 
forms, The Constitution is opposed. The 
city wants neither company singly, 
nor both together to boss its affairs. 
The people own the city and its streets, 
and the city council, representing the 
people, should keep a firm hand upon 
the city’s rights. In no case should 
private interest usurp publica function,

Pushing American Trade. 

The building up of American com- 
mercial reputation is one of the best 
means by which to push trade. 

The American consul in Edinburgh 
repeata that, generally speaking, it is 
considered in Scottish communities 
that to say an article is American is 
to commend it.” Further observation 
confirms this opinion. It is worth not- 
ing, as an illustration, that a recent 
issue of a British trade journal con- 
tained a paragraph to the effect that a 
Scotchman who had invented a me- 
chanical device complained to a friend 
that he could not dispose of it, al- 
though it was an excellent thing; 
whereupon tbe other ingenious Scotch- 
man advised him ta advertise it as “the 
latest American invention,” which he 
did, effecting a sale in a short time and 
at a good profit. An incident quoted 
follows: 

In the Edinburgh Direetory for 1900 ap- 
pears the company name and business des- 
ignation, Smith & W ood, Limited, 
American stove manuf fers, general 
iron founders,’ etc, shave offices 
and warehouses in this Pere extensive 
works at Ronnybrldge, Stirlingshire. The 
foundry ia called the “Columbian Stove 
Works,“ and the stoves principally ad- 
vertised in Edinburgh and elsewhere by 
Smith & Wellatood, Limited, aa “Amert- 
can heating stoves“ and “American cook- 
ing stoves. I have seen some of the 
stoves, both heating and cooking, and 
can teatify that they are faithful copies 
of American designa, Not long ago, I 
sought for information from this compa- 
ny as to the atylea and prices of their 
American patterna, The secretary re- 
plied courteously, by letter, that they 
must refuse my request, inasmuch as 
they “could not expect tg do any bual- 
ness in the United States, owing to the 
tariff; and he calmly added, not Intend- 
ing to be droll, that it is as much as we 
cun do to give attention to those mar- 
kets where there is a fair field for our en- 
terprise.“ To what extent the company 
has succeeded in its enterprise of sell- 
ing American“ stoves of their own man- 
ufacture in the British and other mar- 
kets, | have been unable to ascertain. 

Another bit of evidence of the high rep- 
utation of the American name attached 
to manufactures came to my notice last 
week. Among the placards in the win- 
dows of the leading stationery store in 
this city is one which reads. Real Amer- 
ican playing cards.“ the word real be- 
ing underlined. Any comment upon this 
placard would be superfluous.

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MONG the standing mysteries of 

astronomy is the flock of little 

planets called asteroids, which re- 
volve between the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter, at an average distance from the 
sun almost three times as great as that 
of the earth. These little worlds are al- 
together a discovery of the nineteenth 
century. The first one known was found 
with the telescope on the first night of 
the century—January 1, 1801. At present 
nearly five hundred have been discovered, 
and there may be thousands. Astrono- 
mers no longer take the trouble to search 
for them with telescopes—they find them 
now by photography. 

It has always been an interesting ques- 
tion, how did the asteroids originate? 
The other planets, relatively of immense 
sive, are virtually independent, each pur- 
suing its orbit, separated by tena of mil- 
ons and even hundreds of millions of 
miles from its nearest rivals, and pre- 
siding as it were over ita own domain in 
epace. Rut the little asteroids throng in 
a manner which irresistibly suggests a 
family tie connecting them. 

One of the first suggestions ever of- 
fered to account for their existence in 
such numbers was that they were the 
fragments of an exploded world, which 
once circled about the sun within the 
orbit of Jupiter. Nobody has ever shown 
any satisfactory reason for believing that 
a world could be blown to pieces, yet 
the theory that that was the origin of 
the asteroids has never been entirely 
abandoned. 

Many years ago an American astrono- 
mer, Daniel Kirkwood, showed that the 
asteroids travel in zones separated by 
broad gaps, and he undertook to prove

that the great planet Jupiter, by virtue 
of his proximity and his overwhelming 
gravitation, had driven the little planets 
out of their original orbits and com- 
pelled them to flock together in certain 
sones where his disturbing influence 
would be less felt. 

Now a French astronomer, M. Frey- 
cinet, has taken up the investigation, 
and some of his results possess great 
interest and value. He begins with the 
assumption that at the start the asteroids 
were not a single planet, but a vast ring 
of matter revolving around the sun. The 
disturbing attraction of the larger plan- 
ete broke up this ring, and it thus 
became separated into a great number 
of little bodies, the largest only a few 


hundred miles in diameter. Then, very 


much in the way first pointed out by Mr. 
Kirkwood, the asteroids were forced to 
travel in a number of separate sones. 
M. Freycinet says there are eight of 
these zones or rings, the average width 
being about twenty-six million miles. In 
one of the sones as many as W of the 
tiny worlds are traveling. In another 
sixty-nine, but in a third only one single 
asteroid has yet been discovered. 


These investigations awaken admiration 


because they demonstrate anew the abi)- 
ity of the astronomer to deal with things 
fat beyond our physical reach with a 
sureness and accuracy quite comparable 
with the calculations of an engineer, 
whose problems are concerned only with 
things to which the surveyor’s chain and 
the pocket rule can de directly ap- 
plied. 

The study of the motions of the aste- 
roids is strictly akin to that of the mo- 
tions of the missing November meteors. 


In both cases the problem is to deter. 
mine the effect of the mutual attractions 
of the bodies composing the solar system 
upon the positions and movements of 
these bodies. ‘ 

A huge globe like Jupiter. or even a 
comparatively very small globe like the 
earth, keeps the even tenor of its way 
notwithstanding the interference of its 
far-away fellow planets. It feels the ef- 
fect of their attraction and yields a little 
but stil) maintains its position in the 
system, and if a wandering comet or me- 
teor swarm comes near, #0 much the 
worse for the comet or the meteors; the 
steady going planet ia not disturbed, 

But the case is difficult with bodies 
as minute as the asteroids. Some of them 
are so insignificant that a comet as mas- 
sive an that of Ii might actually drag 
them away in ita train, and when the 
overwhelming power of Jupiter com- 
mands, they must obediently quilt their 


| original paths and move into other orbita 


that are chosen for them by him. 
Every step in advance made by this 
kind of knowledge shower us more clearly 
how intimate is the influence of the vari- 
ous planets upon one another. In place 
of the dreams of the old astrologers, who 
believed that each planet exercised con- 
trol over the lives and fortunes of the 
men born under its ascendency, we have 
the picture of a great system of worlds, 
swayed by their mutual attraction, and, 
like the members of an intelligent com- 
munity, each finding its interests af- 
fected by the positions and movements 
of the others. And among planets no 
than among men the rule appears 
to be 12 the weakest must go to the 
wall.

II weather had been very rough 
T neveral days, during which time 

the Home Battalion” of the Eigh- 
teonth United States infantry had been 
wating impatiently for a cessation in 
the fury of the elements.

All who were able 
to walk were allowed on deck when the 
wind and rain subsided for a short in- 
terval.

But who can describe that utter 
dejection of spirit, unspeakable depres- 
sion, indifference to ‘riend#hip oF 
friends? Ne one. All must experience 
it if they would know It.

During the last few weeks he has been 
engaged in his perilous work in Knox- 
ville and Chattanooga, Tenn., and ex- 
pects to visit many of the principal towna 
in the south before spring. 

His method of reaching the top of a 
steeple Is most unique, and, so he Says, 
is his own idea. He uses no scaffolding, 
but mounts to the highest pinnacle by 
means of rope stepa, which he secures to 
the exterior of the steeple as he proceeds 
upward. 

While thie journey le necessarily slow. 
“Steeple Jack“ says he la able to reach 
the top of the highest ateeple in the 
country in a shorter time than any of 
hia rivals in the business. He has fixed 
weather vanes and crosses on churches 
and painted steeples until the remarkable 
aide of hia profession has worn off. 

Ramsauer saya he never gets dizay 
while working 200 or 0 feet above the 
atone pavements, and has much = the 
mame feeling as if he were engaged in 
building a pair of steps in a cellar. His 
record is 900 feet and this was made 
recently in Houston, Tex., Where he was 
employed to repaint a very tall churen 
steeple. 

The young man also has an interesting 
history. He makes steeple climbing a 
profession, and treat it as seriously as 
any banker does his work of looking af- 
ter the interests of a big financial insti- 
tution. Blessed with a clear head, plenty 
of nerve and a geod, solid bunch of 
muscles. Steeple Jack’’ quite naturally 
drifted into the calling which he 
followed for a number of years. 

A Pupil of Jack Bernard. 

He learned his trade under the instruc- 
tion of Jack Bernard, who was the orig-

inal “@teeple Jack’ in this country. 
About three years ago Bernard, while 
painting a steeple in Cincinnatl, lost his 
balance and fell a distance of 1% feet 
to the street. He was killed instantly. 
Young Rameaver was working on the 
fame steeple, and was ar ee witness to 
the terrible end of his old instructor and 
companion. 

Pernari's death was due to his own 
curelesrnese. He had gone through #0 
many periloug adventures that he had 
Srewn reckless. After he dashed to his 
death Ramsauer completed the wurk, 
keeping the contract with the ones who 
had employed them. Bernard was an 
Englishman and came to this country 
from Liverpool. He settled in Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

After Bernard's untimely end Ramsau- 
er continued in the business, and has 
bufit up quite a reputation in the north 
and east as a fearless high climber. When 
the Spanish-American war came on he 
volunteered and became a member of 
the Sixth Ohlo regiment. 

If he is successful in securing employ- 
ment in the city is it safe to say that 
Ailantians will be treated to a decided 
rovelty in witnessing the feat that 
“Steeple Jack“ is more than anxious to 
perform. , 
PROFESSOR HOLLAND HOLDS 

RECORD OF THE WORLD 

Profeasor M. Robert Holland, who is 
residing in Atlanta at 74 Pine street, holds 
the record of the world for high diving. 

Some elght years ago the name of Pro- 
fessor Holland waa well known through- 
out the east and middle west, for at that 
time he devoted himself entirely to what 
he still considers his profession, and in 
company with his manager toured the 
country from Cape Cod to the big Eades 
bridge at St. Louls. Everywhere he car- 
ried with him his specially constructed 
tower 100 feet in height, and gave per- 
formances that placed hit at once in the 
forefront of American high divers. 

The art of high diving some years ago, 
since the nineties, fell into a decadence, 
and for a time Professor Holland deacend- 
eal from no more diaay heighta and, in 
fact, practically surrendered hia profes- 
alan. 

Now he annourtes hia determination to 
devote himselt to high diving, and 
has, in fact, adready made arrangements 
to go in training during the next two 
years, in order to reassert hia title to the 
championship of the world. 

Professor Holland waa brovaht up aa a 
boy in Florida, and there he acquired 
hia aquatic tastes that brought 
him considerable fame in early 
manhood. At the ase of etght 
years he was conestiered the fineat awim- 
mer in the Penineular state, and at the 
age of twelve he won the championship 
of Florida for long-distance aewimming. 

Immediately after that he began his 
career of high diving. in which he reach- 
ed hig highest proficiency and won the 
championship of the world when he dived 
succeasfully from a tower, a distance of 
125 feet, into a steel tank holding but 
four feet eleven inches of water. 80 far 
as all records go, this la the highest dive 
into the shallowest water ever made. 

High Diver as a Boy. 

One of the first and most successful 
dives ever made by Professor Holland was 
when he, a mere boy, went into St. John's 
river from the main truck of the steam-

ship Cherokee, standing unloaded at the 


Ciyde docks in Jacksonville. That was on 
July M. 1887. tt was after establishing 
his record of 1% fect that Pro Hol- 
land began hie tour of the east and middle 
wert, The apecially constructed steel 
tower which went with him everywhere 
he exhibited was made with three plat - 
forms, one at the top, another at the 
ninety foot mark and the third at the 
eighty foot mark. With this parapherna- 
Ua he traveled the east and west for five 
years and came south for a short time. 

Professor Holland claims to be one of 
the very few men who have ever done the 
“fire” dive successfully. In this feat the 
performer is arrayed In @ suit of asbestos 
tighte. The asbestos is covered with cot- 
ton and the cotton § saturated with 
alcohol, A candle is then up- 
piied while the diver goes head- 
first into the water below. The search- 
light dive has also been accomplished by 
Professor Holland on several occasions. 
This dive is done at night when the sur- 
rounding lights are out. The diver goes 
to the top of his tower and the search- 
nent is turned on him, giving him the ap- 
pearance of standirg in midair. The light 
then follows the diver as he makes his de- 
scent through the air to the tank below. 

Professor Holland is the only man who 
has ever made a successful dive from the 
top of a ship's masthead. 

Something of Falling Bodies. 

Professor Holland has made a close 
study of every phase of high diving, 
and has figured down to a fine point the 
pounds pressure with which his body 
strikes the water, falling from a given 
height. 

»The question has often been asked 
me.“ said he yesterday, “how it is pos- 
sible for a man to dive eighty or ninety 
feet into three feet of water. 

Evesy diver’ tank is so constructed as 
to give each square foot of water a pres- 
sure of practically 2,000 feet. This is 
calculated to be equal to 6,000 pounds 
pressure, 

“When a man diving from eighty feet 
strikes the water, he does so with a pres- 
eure of practically 6,000 pounds, or a less 
preasure than that with which he comes 
in contact.“ 

Professor Holland says that however 
sound may be the principle of physics 
that falling bodies gather speed the fur- 
ther they go, the experience of high di- 
vers la that a human body, inatead of get- 
ting faster ga it falls, appears to move 
more clowly as it neara the water. 

Professor Holland proposes to dive dür- 
ing the coming summer from High Bridge, 
Ky., and if successful there, to go to some 
higher point to reclaim hia record,

WILD ATTEMPT. TO

A well planned effort was made on the 
floor of the cotton exchange in New Or- 
leans yesterday morning to create a panic 
in the cotton market by circulating the 
report that Commissioner of Agriculture 
O. B. Stevens, former president of the 
Association of Cotton States Commis- 
sioners, had materially altered his esti- 
mate of the year’s crop. 

The tendency of the cotton market 
throughout the morning was decidedly 
bullish and the bears in their effort to 
turn the tide and bring the price of cot- 
ton down resorted to the rumor that the 
head of the Association of Cotton States 
Commissioners of Agriculture had sud 
denly amended his estimate of 9,500,000 
bales by stating that the crop would be 
at least 8 per cent in excess of his first 
estimate. 

For a few minutes just prior to noon 
the wires between Atlanta and New Or- 
leane were kept warm as a result of the 
report. The firat announcement of the 
rumor came ag a aurprise to Commiasion+ 
er Stevens, who at once sent out the no- 
tice that it was entirely false, and that 
he stood firmly by his estimate of 9.800,

The remarkable success with which 
Commissioner Stevens met in estimating 
the crop of 1999 has resulted in the com- 
missioners’ association belng looked upon 
as an authority to be respected, and

INJUNCTION TO BE ASKED fog 


State Claims Taxes on $388,000 of 
Debentures Owned by Georgia 
Railroad—Road Aaims the 
Debentures Have Been 
Transf«rred. 


The Georgia Rallroad Company has 
finally refused to pay taxes on the .- 
000 of Atlanta and West Point debentures 
and yesterday morning Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A. Wright, acting for the state, 
the county of Richmond and city of Au- 
gusta, issued an execution against the 
company for the taxes of 1899. This 
morning a similar execution will de la- 
sued against the Georgia railroad for the 
taxes of 1900, and the two claims to- 
gether will amount to $15,000. ; 

The proceedings instituted by the state 
will be brought in Richmond county, 
where the main office St the Georgia road 
is located, and as the company has sig- 
nified ita intention of fighting the payment, 
of the taxes which the attorney general 
claims is due, the next step in the pro- 
ceedings will be an application for in- 
junction by the railroad to prevent the 
levy of the execution. 

The Georgia railroad, prior to 1899, paid 
taxes to the state, to Richmond county 
and to Augusta on $258,000 of Atlanta and 
West Point debentures. Two years ago 
the controlling interest in the Georgia 
railroad) was transferred to the Louls- 
ville and Nashville, and when, in 189, 
Comptroller General Wright called the at- 
tention of the officials of the road to the 
fact that the debentures had not been 
returned for taxation, the reply came that 
the dehentures, under the tranafer to the 
lLoulaville and Nashville, had veated in 
that road, and no Icnger belonged to the 
Georgia entirely, Attorney Boykin 
Wright. for the county of Richmond, in- 
etituted an ‘investigation into the status 
of the bone, and reported that, in hie 
opinion, they were stin subject to taxg- 
tion. In spite of the claim of the rall- 
road that the debentures now belonged 
to the Louleville and Naehvilie, and were 
not subject to taxation 'n Georgia, they 
were never rémoved fom Augusta, and 
are. according to state officials, on de- 
posit there still. 

Action Long Delayed. 

The action taken by the comptroller 
general yesterday and that which 
wille de taken today has been 
delayed several months at the re- 
quest of the Georgia railroad offi- 
cials, who insisted that the claim made 
by the state was unjust to the company. 

Severa] months since a forma! hearing 
was given the attorneys for the road by 
Attorney General Terrell. A contract en- 
tered into between the Georgia railroad 
and the Leuisville and Nashville was pro- 
duced tending to show that the Atlanta 
and West Point debentures had been 
transferred in part to the Loulsville and 
Nashville. This showing did not change 


the opinion of the attorney general, that 
taxes were due on them for 1899 and 1900, 


and that official flna-ly directed the comp- | 


troller general to issue an execution. 

With the last execution to be Issued this 
morning for the taxes of 1900, the matter 
will be in the hands of the courts to de- 
termine whether or not the Georgia rail- 
road is liable for the taxes claimed by the 
state. 

Ot the $15,000 the state's part is $4,000, 
the county of Richmond $3,000 and the 
city of Augusta $8,000.

The case is undoubtedly one of the 
Queerest that the city detectives have 
ever had to deal with 
Dr. Clarke, who rpcently came to At- 
lanta on a visit, Is a man of excellent 
fumily, whose fathes was a noted medi- 
cal practicloner, whose brother is an 
editor, is a burglar and many times a 
thief, and he admits it and smiles when 
he does so. The man la dressed like a 
gentleman of means, and there is not @ 
sign of the low or vulgur about him. In 
fact, he was so well dressed, so elegant 
in his manners| and so utterly careless 
and indifferent| about what became of 
him that the. ecttives, who are used 
to all sort ot „auser characters, were 
mpletely nonplussed. 

If what the doctoP’ says of himself be 
true, he is a living reproduction of Arch- 
wald Malmaison, the remarkable, char- 
acter portrayed by Jullan Hawthorne.

Many Robberies and Burglaries. 
For several days the city detectives 
have received reports of robberies and 
burglaries in offices of local physicians, 
Among those who lest valuable instru- 
ments and books were Dr. A. H. Lindome 
at No. 102% Whitehall street, and Dr. J. 
B. Carmichael at No. 14% South Broad 
street. It wus these two cases which led 
to the arrest of Dr. Clarke. He sold 
the artictes stolen from Dr. Carmichael 
to Dr. Cook, and Dr. Cook resold them. 
The articles stolen from Dr. Lindome 
were found in Dr, Clarke's possession. 
The detectives say that they have proof 
to show that Dr. Lindome's office was 
burglarized with a false key. 

About a week ago a fine looking young 
physictan arrived in the city and stopped 
at the residence of Dr. .Pattison, No. -@ 
Forsyth street. The new arrival appeared 
to have money and Was well dressed. He 
paid a week's board in advance, 

Then the veports of the robberfes in 
doctur’s offices began to pour in upon 
the detectives 

Detectives Wootten and Ozburn were 
detailed to look Inte the matter and they 
sveceeded in locating Dr. Clarke as a 
suspicious person. Yesterday morning 
they undertook to find the doctor. Late 
in the afternoon Patrolman Sheridan 
found Dr. Clarke In the Kimball house, 
and sent him to the police barracks, 
where he was turned over to the de- 
tectives. 

An investigation quickly placed in the 
hands of the officers what they believed 
to be absolute proof that Dr. Clarke has 
been robbing every physician's office 
which was recently looted in this city. 

In fact, the doctoréfrankly admits his 
guilt, and laughs good naturedly when he 
makes the confession: 

Last night, in the presence of officers, 
Dr. Clarke gave the following remarkable 
story about himself to a reporter of The 
Corstitution:

„My story is good enough for any story 
bcok,”” he sald by way of introduction.
